to look as if Uncle Sam may have to put a marine prosperity 
policy on his life and thereafter do business on a raft.

than he can spend. And still the barrels of gold are rolling his way, and 

the riches that have wings are flying to him. He is piling up the gold for 
many reasons, not the least of which is to make it practically impossible 
for the country to be pawned again, as it was by the Democrats not many 
years ago.
